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PREFACE 

The' fifth  edition  of  this  List,  like  the  earlier  editions  edited  by  Minnie  E. 
Sears,  follows  the  Library  of  Congress  form  of  headings  abridged  and  simplified 
to  meet  the  needs  of  smaller  libraries.  As  in  the  earlier  editions,  a  few  deviations 
from  the  Library  of  Congress  usage  have  been  made.  They  are  few  in  number, 
however,  because  libraries  using  the  "Subject  Headings  Used  in  the  Dictionary 
Catalogues  of  the  Library  of  Congress"  find  it  more  practical  to  have  the  List 
agree  rather  closely  with  L.C  cards.  These  differences  from  the  Library  of 
Congress  usage  are  as  follows:  Some  closely  related  subjects  are  combined  under 
one  heading  (e.g.  Bacteria  and  Bacteriology  under  Bacteriology} ;  such  headings 
as  Art,  French,  are  used  to  cover  art  existing  in  France  as  well  as  art  originating 
in  France,  whereas  the  Library  of  Congress  uses  two  headings  (e.g.  Art — France 
and  Art,  French*) ;  simplification  of  phrasing  (e.g.  City  planning  rather  than 
Cities  and  towns — Planning}  ;  changes  to  more  recent  usage  (e.g.  Home  eco- 
nomics rather  than  Domestic  economy). 

This  edition  shows  a  considerable  number  of  changes  made  necessary  by  the 
increased  use  of  the  List  by  medium-sized  as  well  as  by  small  libraries  and 
schools,  and  by  its  use  in  teaching  subject  headings  in  library  schools.  The  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  describe  the  changes  made  as  well  as  the  scope  of  the  List. 

L  Additional  subjects  and  changes.  New  books  added  to  the  "Standard 
Catalog  Series"  or  new  subjects  assigned  to  the  cards  printed  by  The  H.  W. 
Wilson  Company  have  been  the  basis  upon  which  the  need  for  the  inclusion  of 
new  subjects  has  been  based.  About  two  hundred  new  subjects  have  been  added 
in  the  fifth  edition.  Many  of  these  are  subjects  for  the  second  world  war  or  for 
subjects  closely  related  to  it.  Many  new  references  have  been  added  for  these 
new  subjects,  as  well  as  for  those  already  in  the  List,  when  these  have  seemed 
desirable.  Some  subjects  have  been  changed  to  agree  with  changes  made  in  the 
Library  of  Congress  headings.  Examples  of  these  may  be  found  under  Vocational 
guidance  which  replaces  Profession,  Choice  of  and  under  International  law  and 
International  relations  which  replace  International  law  and  relations. 

2.  Explanatory  notes.  At  the  suggestion  of  teachers  and  catalogers 
many  notes  defining  the  meaning  and  usage  of  about  one  hundred  subjects  have 
been  included.  An  endeavor  has  been  made  to  make  these  definite  enough  to  be 
practical  and  yet  not  too  definite  to  limit  the  usage  of  the  terms  because  of  new 
phases  of  the  subject  which  may  arise.  Practically  all  of  these  notes  were  sub- 
mitted to  several  teachers  of  cataloging  and  to  librarians  engaged  in  subject  head- 
ing work,  and  revised  in  the  light  of  their  suggestions.  These  annotations  are  all 
set  in  curves  immediately  following  the  subjects.  Some  of  them  may  be  copied 
for  the  public  catalog,  but  the  majority  of  them  are  for  the  benefit  of  catalogers 
only.  Since  they  are  really  extraneous  matter,  no  subjects  mentioned  or  referred 
to  in  these  notes  have  been  traced. 
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3.%  Inclusion  of  subject  subdivisions.  Subdivisions  are  not  always  needed 
in  a  small  library,  but  are  desirable  when  the  cards  under  a  subject  become,  or 
seem  likely  to  become,  very  numerous.  Subdivisions  are  also  needed  to  specify  a 
special  literary  form  such  as  Fiction,  Drama,  Periodicals.  When  provision  has 
been  made  in  this  List  for  the  division  of  a  particular  subject  the  subheadings 
have  been  listed  under  that  subject  preceded  by  a  dash.  When  certain  subdivi- 
sions are  to  be  used  under  several  subjects  they  are  not  listed  separately  under 
each  subject  possible  but  are  included  in  the  main  alphabet,  distinguished  from 
the  main  subject  headings  by  being  printed  in  italic  type.  In  each  case  a  note  is 
appended  beginning  "Used  as  a  subdivision"  ....  For  example,  Addresses, 
essays,  lectures  is  printed  in  italics  showing  that  it  is  a  subdivision.  It  is  followed 
by  a  note  (in  parenthesis)  explaining  when  and  how  this  subdivision  is  used. 
Below  this  note  are  given  the  general  references,  both  "see"  and  "see  also/'  made 
from  other  subjects  to  this  subdivision.  The  subdivisions  used  under  countries 
have  also  been  gathered  under  United  States  and  those  that  may  be  used  under 
cities  have  been  gathered  under  Chicago  to  enable  catalogers  to  see  at  a  glance 
all  subdivisions  recommended  under  countries  or  cities.  The  sixteen  form  divi- 
sions are  still  listed  separately  on  p.  xxvi.  Similarly  under  the  subjects  English 
language  and  English  literature  are  given  all  the  subdivisions  which  will  probably 
be  needed  under  any  language  or  literature.  Fuller  lists  if  needed  may  be  found 
in  the  "Library  of  Congress  Literature  Subject  Headings,  with  List  for  Shake- 
speare Collections  and  Language  Subject  Headings/'  5th  edition,  1936  (45c),  and 
the  "Library  of  Congress  Subject  Subdivisions,"  6th  edition,  1924  (35c).  Local 
subdivisions  are  indicated  by  the  phrase  "Use  geog.  subdiv."  following  the  sub- 
ject. They  have  been  given  somewhat  sparingly  and  where  given  are  to  be  used 
only  when  the  amount  of  material  on  the  subject  warrants  subdivision.  Where 
the  use  of  the  adjective  form  is  recommended  for  geographical  subdivisions  the 
words  "Use  geog.  subdiv.  adjective  form"  has  been  added  after  the  subject  as 
well  as  often  repeated  below  in  a  more  specific  form  (see  entries  for  Artists  and 
Artists,  American  in  the  List).  Because  the  majority  of  books  in  American  li- 
braries relate  to  conditions  in  the  United  States,  it  is  suggested  that  the  subdi- 
vision US.  be  omitted,  except  where  it  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  that  the  words 
"Use  geog.  subdiv."  apply  to  countries  other  than  the  United  States. 

4.  Classification.  This  edition  follows  the  practice  of  the  fourth  edition 
in  the  inclusion  of  the  Dewey  decimal  classification  numbers.  The  objects  in  add- 
ing them  have  been  to  aid  the  inexperienced  classifier  who  is  faced  with  the  mul- 
tiplicity of  numbers  provided  by  the  Dewey  classification,  and  to  provide  a  simple 
scheme  of  classification  for  smaller  libraries.  In  general,  the  classification  follows 
the  adaptation  worked  out  in  the  "Standard  Catalog  for  Public  Libraries,"  both  in 
the  numbers  used  and  in  the  length  to  which  they  have  been  carried  beyond  the 
decimal  point.  The  numbers  have  been  added  with  the  permission  of  the  Lake 
Placid  Club  Education  Foundation  and  have  been  revised  by  the  editors  of  the 
"Decimal  Classification."  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  modifications  or  correc- 
tions suggested  by  the  editors  have  been  incorporated  in  this  book.  The  editors  of 
the  Dewey  Decimal  Classification  have  asked  that  the  following  statement  be 
made: 
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The  D.  C.  editors  are  not  responsible  for  all  numbers  as  they  are  in  the  List 
nor  are  all  of  them  their  first  choice,  though  the  majority  are  either  in  full  agree- 
ment with  DC  Tables  and  Index,  or  are  regarded  by  the  editors  as  permissible. 
In  a  few  cases  the  numbers  did  not  meet  the  approval  of  the  D.  C.  editors. 
Where  more  than  one  classification  has  been  given  the  numbers  have  been  listed 
without  explanation,  since  it  is  assumed  that  the  cataloger  must  always  look 
them  up  in  the  "Decimal  Classification"  before  assigning  a  class  mark.    It  is  also 
very  necessary  to  consult  the  library  shelf  list  to  make  sure  that  the  adaptation 
followed  in  this  List  is  the  same  as  that  formerly  used  in  the  library.    Cases  in 
which  more  than  one  number  has  been  given  are  generally  those  in  which  a  sub- 
ject may  be  used  with  different  meanings  (i.e.  After  dinner  speeches  808.8;  808.85 
shows  that  the  first  class  number  is  used  when  a  book  discusses  the  preparation 
of  such  speeches;  808.85  is  used  for  collections  of  speeches).    A  similar  case  is 
City  planning  711;  913-919.9  where  the  first  number  is  used  for  general  consider- 
ations,  but  the  travel  number  is  used  when  the  subject  is  concerned  with  a 
specific  locality.    Some  class  marks  presented  difficult  problems  because  of  the 
policy  of  suggesting  only  one  number  wherever  possible.    Such  subjects  as  Eye, 
Ear,  Hearing,  etc.  might  be  classed  in  611,  612,  or  616,    The  general  number  612 
is  suggested  in  this  case  because  it  is  broader  than  the  others.    Another  example 
of  cases  where  two  numbers  are  listed  occurs  in  the  subject  Carpets.     Here 
the  number  745  is  given  first  as  the  preference  of  the  "Standard  Catalog,"  but 
677.6  is  also  given  in  case  the  book  to  be  classified  is  so  technical  that  it  could 
not  be  placed  in  745.    Where  the  choice  of  numbers  is  a  matter  of  policy,  the 
"Standard  Catalog"  choice  is  always  given  first.    Under  Bible — Bibliography,  for 
example,  the  first  number,  220,  indicates  that  all  Bibliography  is  kept  with  the 
subject  in  the  "Standard  Catalog,"  but  016.22  should  be  used  in  the  library  that 
keeps  all  bibliography  together.    When  the  classification  of  certain  subjects  would 
vary  according  to  the  literature  or  language  in  which  they  occur,  the  numbers  for 
general  collections,  for  English,  and  for  American  literature  have  been  given.    Of 
course  the  correct  classification  for  other  literatures  should  replace  those  when 
necessary.    Religious  poetry,  for  example,  has  808.81 ;  811.08;  821.08.    For  col- 
lections of  religious  poetry  in  German  or  French  the  numbers  831.08,  or  841.08 
should  be  substituted. 

Length  after  decimal  point.  The  numbers  have  been  made  as  short  as  is 
consistent  with  practical  use.  Altho  the  Dewey  classification  numbers  on  the 
Library  of  Congress  cards  have  been  carried  out  to  extremely  close  classification, 
this  policy  is  not  advocated  in  general  by  the  Decimal  Classification  Section  of 
the  Cooperative  Cataloging  and  Classification  Service.  In  a  memorandum  issued 
by  that  body  in  1934  they  state  that  the  numbers  "need  to  be  analyzed,  considered 
in  the  light  of  the  library's  needs  and  established  practices,  and  then  cut  and 
adapted,  if  necessary/'  In  this  List  therefore,  few  numbers  have  been  carried 
out  more  than  one  or  two  points  beyond  the  decimal  point.  However,  under 
Chicago  as  a  typical  city  the  classification  has  been  extended  beyond  the  decimal 
point  farther  than  elsewhere  in  the  List.  This  was  done  because  many  libraries 
wish  to  give  prominence  to  all  material  relating  to  their  own  localities  and  because 
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It  was  thought  helpful  to  show  what  might  be  done  in  such  a  case.  These  num- 
bers can  be  shortened,  of  course,  if  there  is  little  material.  Under  Chicago- 
Industries  the  number  could  be  609  or  609.773,  but  609.7731  is  listed.  Under 
Aeronautics;  Airplanes  and  related  headings,  the  classification  has  been  carried 
out  to  three  or  four  places  beyond  the  decimal  point  for  the  use  of  libraries  that 
have  increased  their  collection  of  books  on  these  subjects,  but  the  shorter  number 
629.13  has  also  been  given  for  libraries  that  do  not  need  to  separate  the  material. 

Scope.  The  most  commonly  used  scientific  and  technical  subjects,  names 
of  chemical  and  mineral  substances,  animals,  games,  musical  instruments,  re- 
ligious denominations  and  sects,  diseases  and  names  of  organs  and  regions  of  the 
body  have  been  included  when  the  editor  found  from  actual  practice  or  from 
checking  through  the  Cumulative  Book  Index  that  the  number  and  type  of  books 
on  these  subjects  warranted  the  addition  of  the  terms.  Most  of  the  principal 
languages  and  literatures  have  been  included.  Names  of  societies  and  institutions, 
buildings,  flowers,  fruits,  ships,  trees,  vegetables,  special  weapons,  families  and 
tribes  of  North  American  Indians,  systematic  names  in  botany  and  zoology,  are 
ordinarily  omitted.  Directions  for  their  use  will  be  found  in  the  main  list  under 
such  general  headings  as  Floivers,  Trees,  Names  of  battles,  treaties,  names  of 
persons  and  places  are  not  included  except  where  referred  to  as  examples  or 
for  the  sake  of  explanations  (e.g.  Levant).  It  is  assumed,  of  course,  that  the 
subjects  of  these  types  included  will  serve  as  examples  and  that  specific  names 
of  persons,  places,  chemical  and  mineral  substances,  games,  etc.  will  be  used 
when  necessary  and  written  in  the  book  in  the  blank  spaces  provided. 

Singular  and  Plural.  In  the  usage  of  singular  and  plural  either  for  sub- 
jects included  in  the  List  or  for  others  which,  as  already  indicated,  are  to  be 
used  altho  not  included  here,  the  general  practice  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
should  be  followed,  i.e.  use  the  plural  form  rather  than  the  singular  form  unless 
general  usage  calls  for  the  singular.  The  singular  form  is  to  be  used  for  fruits 
(not  given  in  the  List),  making  the  one  heading  include  both  fruit  and  tree, 
e.g.,  Apple. 

References.  Both  see  and  see  also  references  are  given.  See  references  are 
given  freely.  These  references  are  traced  by  listing  under  each  subject  to  which 
references  are  to  be  made,  the  see  references,  preceded  by  the  phrase — Refer  from 
(see  ref.).  The  cataloger  should  make  these  references  with  care  and  judgment, 
as  references  should  not  be  made  unless  the  material  on  hand  justifies  them. 
This  caution  applies  especially  to  the  see  references  other  than  those  for  synonyms. 
In  making  the  see  also  references  the  general  principle  of  references  from  the 
general  to  the  specific  has  been  followed,  with  a  very  few  necessary  exceptions. 
These  references  are  traced  by  listing  under  each  subject  to  which  references  are 
to  be  made,  the  see  also  references,  preceded  by  the  phrase — Refer  from  (see  also 
ref.)  They  are  listed  separately  from  the  see  "refer  froms."  Thus  libraries  wish-" 
ing  to  make  see  references  only  can  disregard  the  see  also  references.  Even  if 
disregarded  in  the  catalog  they  should  always  be  consulted  before  deciding  on  a 
subject  since  they  are  closely  related  in  meaning  to  the  subjects  under  which  they 
are  listed  and  are  usually  more  specific.  Making  these  references  is  a  very  difficult 
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part  uf  subject  work;  if  poorly  made  they  will  surely  cause  confusion.  Hence  an 
inexperienced  and  untrained  cataloger  will  sometimes  find  It  safer  to  omit  such 
references; 

Hyphen.  The  use  of  the  troublesome  hyphen  has  been  done  away  with 
whenever  possible,  according  to  modern  usage.  Webster's  dictionary  has  been 
used  as  the  authority.  The  Library  of  Congress  in  its  list  has  used  as  its  author- 
ity the  Century  dictionary,  which  hyphenates  very  freely.  The  difference  in  the 
use  of  the  hyphen  does  not  affect  the  filing,  as  both  the  hyphenated  and  unhyphen- 
ated words  may  file  In  the  same  place  In  the  catalog.

Aids  in  Subject  Cataloging.  Altho  it  is  generally  admitted  that  subject 
cataloging  (i.e.  assigning  the  proper  subject  headings  to  books)  Is  the  most 
difficult  part  of  cataloging,  as  well  as  probably  the  most  important  part  of  the 
work,  there  Is  as  yet  no  manual  on  subject  heading  work.  Helpful  treatments 
of  the  subject  will  be  found  in  a  number  of  existing  books.  The  fullest  and 
best  discussion  is  still  to  be  found  in  Cutter's  "Rules  for  a  Dictionary  Catalog/' 
4th  edition  (Government  Printing  Office,  1904).  However,  this  presents  some 
difficulties  for  the  untrained  cataloger;  In  many  ways  It  is  not  now  up  to  date, 
and  its  discussion  of  the  principles  involved  is  perhaps  best  understood  after 
one  has  made  a  simple  beginning.  Fortunately  catalogers  now  have  in  Miss 
Mann's  "Introduction  to  Cataloging  and  the  Classification  of  Books"  (American 
Library  Association,  1930)  an  exhaustive  study  which  contains  two  excellent 
chapters  on  subject  cataloging,  one  on  subject  and  form  entries  and  the  other 
on  aids  in  the  choice  of  headings,  and  official  records.  Other  books  which  are 
helpful  are  Mr.  Bishop's  "Practical  Handbook  of  Modern  Library  Cataloging," 
2d  edition  (Williams  and  Wilkins,  1924)  which  all  catalogers  should  eventually 
consult,  Miss  Fellows'  "Cataloging  Rules,"  2d  edition  (The  H.  W.  Wilson  Com- 
pany, 1922)  and  Miss  Hitchler's  "Cataloging  for  Small  Libraries/1  3d  edition 
(Stechert,  1926,  practically  same  as  1915  edition).  "Simple  Library  Cataloging," 
by  Miss  Akers  (American  Library  Association,  1927)  contains  brief  directions 
intended  for  untrained  librarians,  and  directions  of  a  similar  character  will  be 
found  in  the  "Prison  Library  Handbook"  (American  Library  Association,  1932). 
"Cataloging;  a  textbook  for  use  in  libraries,"  by  H.  A.  Sharp,  2d  edition  (Graf- 
ton,  1937)  has  also  a  useful  chapter  on  subject  entries.  Carefully  worked  out 
rules  for  subject  cataloging  comparable  to  the  rules  for  author  cataloging  which 
are  given  in  the  standard  code  for  author  entries,  "Catalog  Rules:  Author  and 
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Title  Entries"  (known  as  the  A.L.A.  rules),  are  contained  in  the  Italian  rules 
published  by  the  Vatican  Library,  1931.*  References  to  many  articles  in  peri- 
odicals published  in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries  and  abstracts  of 
these  articles  and  of  books  may  be  found  in  "Library  Literature"  edited  by 
Marian  Shaw  and  published  twice  a  year  by  the  H.  W.  Wilson  Company.  The 
following  suggestions  do  not  pretend  to  present  a  code  on  subject  headings; 
neither  are  they  a  new  treatise  on  the  theory  of  subject  cataloging;  rather  they 
are  a  bringing  together  in  this  place  of  some  of  the  simple  rules  which  should 
help  the  beginner  to  do  intelligent  work.  They  will  not  take  the  place  of  a 
regular  course  in  subject  cataloging,  such  as  is  now  given  in  all  library  schools, 
but  they  will  perhaps  make  it  easier  for  the  uninitiated  to  approach  the  subject. 

The  General  Problem.  Before  doing  any  subject  cataloging,  the  begin- 
ner should  take  time  to  understand  why  this  work  is  necessary  as  well  as  how 
it  is  to  be  done.  This  will  save  much  waste  of  time  and  will  lead  to  better 
cataloging.  The  how  will  be  discussed  in  detail  in  the  following  sections,  but  the 
why  should  perhaps  be  stated  at  the  outset.  Books  are  given  subject  entries  in 
the  catalog  in  order  to  show  just  what  books  the  library  has  on  a  given  subject, 
just  as  author  entries  are  made  to  show  what  books  the  library  has  by  a  given 
author.  Mr.  Cutter's  definition  of  a  subject  heading  is  "the  name  of  a  subject 
used  as  a  heading  under  which  books  relating  to  that  subject  are  entered." 
Properly  made,  the  subject  entry  is  a  very  important  adjunct  to  reference  aids  in 
the  library  since  it  may  enable  the  reader  or  librarian  to  find  quickly  and  surely 
the  material  needed  for  answering  a  question  on  that  subject.  Subject  entries 
are  sometimes  also  the  quickest  way  of  finding  out  whether  or  not  the  library 
has  a  particular  book.  Ordinarily  to  find  this  out  one  looks  up  the  author  entry 
for  a  book,  but  if  there  is  error  or  uncertainty  about  the  author's  name  the 
quickest  way  to  find  the  individual  book  is  under  a  subject  entry,  e.g.  Smith's 
History  of  Mathematics  would  be  difficult  to  find  quickly  if  one  did  not  know 
the  author's  first  name  and  had  to  consult  all  the  cards  under  Smith,  whereas  it 
is  readily  found  under  the  subject. 

The  Subject  of  the  Book.  The  first  step  in  the  work  is  to  determine  the 
real  subject  of  the  book,  that  is,  what  the  author  had  in  mind  when  lie  wrote 
the  book.  Sometimes  this  is  readily  determined,  e.g.  Butterflies  is  obviously  the 
subject  of  Holland's  "Butterfly  Book/'  In  other  cases  the  subject  is  not  easy  to 
determine  because  it  may  be  a  difficult  one  or  the  author  may  not  express  himself 
in  a  manner  that  is  easily  comprehended  by  some  one  unfamiliar  with  the  sub- 
ject. The  subject  of  a  book  can  not  be  determined  from  the  title  page  alone. 
This  is  often  misleading  and  if  followed  will  result  in  mistakes,  e.g.  a  book  by 
Thomas  Craven  entitled  "Men  of  Art"  immediately  suggests  the  subject  Artists 
but  when  one  examines  the  book  it  is  found  to  be  about  painters  alone  and  not 
artists  in  general,  hence  the  subject  is  Painters,  not  Artists.  Another  illustration 
is  furnished  by  M.  F.  Behar's  "Fundamentals  of  Instrumentation,"  part  1  of  a 
"Manual  of  Instrumentation/'  This  title  at  once  suggests  a  treatise  on  musical 
instruments  or  music  but  in  reality  it  is  a  book  on  engineering  instruments.  After 
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reading  the  title  page  of  the  book  to  be  cataloged,  turn,  to  the  table  of  contents 
and  the  preface.  In  simple  cases  this  may  be  enough  but  it  is  often  necessary 
to  examine  the  book  more  carefully,  so  the  rule  should  be  to  examine  the  table 
of  contents,  read  the  preface,  then,  if  one  is  not  absolutely  sure  what  the  book 
is  about,  examine  the  text  of  the  book  carefully  and  read  parts  of  it,  if  necessary. 
Only  after  this  preliminary  work  is  the  cataloger  in  a  position  to  determine  what 
really  is  the  subject  of  the  book  in  hand  and  so  to  deal  with  it  properly  according 
to  the  accepted  rules.  The  cataloger  who  has  learned  about  classifying  has 
probably  already  learned  this  principle  in  connection  with  classification.  If  the 
meaning  of  a  subject  is  not  clearly  understood  one  should  take  time  to  find  out 
about  it  by  consulting  reference  books.  The  need  for  understanding  the  meaning 
of  subjects  is  dealt  with  more  fully  in  a  later  paragraph  on  Definitions. 

Books  Divide  into  Groups.  By  examining  the  book  in  the  way  already 
described  one  decides  what  is  the  subject  of  the  book.  This  first  step  is  followed 
by  the  second  step,  which  is  to  find  the  subject  heading  which  will  fit  the  subject 
as  presented  in  the  book,  and  at  the  same  time  will  fit  other  books  of  a  similar 
character.  (The  use  of  a  printed  list  of  subject  headings  is  assumed.)  Before 
taking  this  second  step  it  is  essential  to  understand  an  important  general  rule. 
This  is,  that  the  cataloger  must  in  the  end  consider  not  just  the  one  book  in 
hand  but  also  other  books  which  treat  of  the  same  subject,  sometimes  under 
different  titles,  in  order  to  select  a  subject  heading  which  will  do  for  the  entire 
group  of  books  as  well  as  for  the  one  book.  This  group  must  then  fit  into  its 
proper  place  in  the  catalog  with  relation  to  other  groups.  To  illustrate :  in  cata- 
loging a  cook  book,  such  as  Lord's  "Everybody's  Cook  Book"  the  inexperienced 
cataloger  would  probably  think  first  of  Cook  books  as  the  heading  that;would 
best  fit  this  book  but  this  heading  does  not  fit  two  other  books  belonging  in  the 
same  group,  Halliday  and  Noble's  "Hows  and  Whys  of  Cooking,"  and  Bradley's 
"Cooking  for  Profit."  They  are  not  recipes  alone,  as  is  a  cook  book,  altho  recipes 
are  a  very  important  part  of  them  and  they  are  equally  important  to  the!  reader 
looking  for  recipes,  hence  they  should  all  three  be  together.  In  this  case  Cookery 
is  the  subject  heading  that  fits  the  group  of  three  closely 'related  books  better 
than  Cook  books,  and  it  also  fits  in  well  with  the  related  subject  Cookery  for  the 
sick.  There  is  always  a  great  advantage  in  cataloging  several  books  on  one 
subject  at  the  same  time.  If  several  books  on  a  subject  have  come  into  the 
library  at  the  same  time  they  are  best  cataloged  together  so  that  their  relation 
to  each  other  and  to  the  general  subject  can  be  seen,  and  the  same  thing  is  true 
in  cataloging  a  new  library  or  in  recataloging  an  old  one.  Do  not  catalog  books 
miscellaneously  as  they  come  along  but  sort  them  roughly  according  to  subject 
and  do  one  subject  at  a  time.  This  is  a  very  advantageous  way  for  a  beginner 
to  learn  subject  heading  work  tod  some  such  arrangement  should  be  made 
whenever  possible. 

'""'Specific  Entry.  When  a  few  of  the  general  rules  for  subject 'cataloging 
are  mastered1  arid  the  cataloger  understands  that  the  first  step  is  to  decide  on 
the  -subject  treated  in  a  book,  more  specific  and  minute  directions  about  the 
second  step,,  assigning  the  proper  subject  headings  to  books,  are  needed,  The 
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matter  of  translating  the  subject  of  the  book  into  the  proper  specific  subject 
heading  is  the  great  difficulty  of  subject  heading  work.  The  first  exact  rule  is 
what  is  known  as  the  rule  of  specific  entry.  Enter  a  book  under  the  most  specific 
term  (i.e.  subject  heading)  which  accurately  and  truly  fits  the  subject  presented 
in  the  contents  of  the  book.  This  is  done  because  it  presents  the  material  in  the 
form  most  useful  to  the  user  of  the  catalog,  since  it  enables  him  to  find  the 
needed  material  most  easily  and  with  the  least  loss  of  time.  To  illustrate,  a  book 
on  all  classes  of  birds,  such  as  Reed's  "Bird  Guide,"  takes  the  subject  heading 
Birds  because  it  treats  of  birds  in  general,  while  a  book  on  a  single  class  of  birds 
alone,  such  as  a  book  on  water  birds,  of  which  Alexander's  "Birds  of  the  Ocean" 
is  an  example,  takes  the  subject  heading  Water  birds  and  not  Birds,  which  is  too 
inclusive.  If  entered  under  Birds  a  user  of  the  catalog  would  have  to  look 
through  many  entries  on  Birds  before  finding  the  few  books  on  water  birds. 
Possibly  even  before  these  were  found  some  books  on  birds  in  general  with  a 
chapter  on  water  birds  might  be  selected  with  the  result  that  the  reader  might 
not  get  the  entire  book  on  water  birds  most  useful  to  him.  Furthermore,  a 
book  on  a  specific  kind  of  water  bird,  e.g.  gulls,  is  entered  under  the  subject 
heading  Gulls,  a  more  specific  heading  than  Water  birds.  Having  found  the 
most  specific  entry  that  will  fit  the  book,  never  make  subject  entries  under  both 
the  specific  and  the  general  subject  heading,  i.e.  a  book  on  water  birds  should 
not  be  entered  under  both  Birds  and  Water  birds  but  under  Water  birds  alone. 
The  cataloger  should  now  realize  one  fundamental  difference  between  subject 
cataloging  for  a  dictionary  catalog  and  classification.  The  classification  in  a 
small  library  is  by  broad  subjects  and  hence  is  not  so  closely  subdivided  as  are 
the  subject  entries  for  the  catalog,  e.g.  for  birds,  including  water  birds  and"  all 
special  kinds  of  water  birds,  a  small  library  will  use  one  classification  number 
(probably  598  or  598.2).  Another  example  that  will  emphasize  this  point  that 
while  the  classification  in  small  libraries  is  often  by  broad  subjects  the  subject 
work  is  minute,  will  be  found  in  the  treatment  of  fruits.  A  book  on  fruits  in 
general,  one  on  citrus  fruits,  and  one  on  oranges  (one  kind  of  citrus  fruit)  will 
all  three  be  classified  in  one  number  in  a  small  library,  while  in  the  catalog  each 
one  will  have  its  own  most  specific  subject  heading,  i.e.  (1)  Fruit,  (2)  Citrus 
fruits t  (3)  Orange.  It  is  well  to  fix  in  mind  this  essential  difference  in  the  two 
processes,  otherwise  the  rule  for  classifying  by  broad  subject  in  a  small  library 
(large  libraries  are  not  considered  here)  may  cause  confusion  when  the  librarian 
attempts  to  assign  subject  headings  which  must  be  specific  to  attain  the  maximum 
of  service.  Of  course  in  many  cases  the  most  specific  entry  may  be  a  general 
subject,  e.g.  a  book  covering  the  whole  field  of  chemistry  will  have  the  subject 
heading  Chemistry. 

Scientific  or  Popular  Heading.  In  making  the  specific  subject  entries 
generally  use  a  popular,  or  common,  rather  than  a  scientific,  or  technical,  name 
where  there  is  a  choice.  In  general,  the  subject  headings  should  be  simple 
enough  not  to  confuse  the  user  of  the  catalog,  who,  as  has  been  said  before, 
needs  to  get  his  material  as  quickly  as  possible.  Subject  headings  are  chosen 
to  fit  the  needs  of  the  people  who  are  likely  to  use  the  catalog.  The  average 
reader  looking  for  a  book  on  grasses  will  look  under  that  word  and  not  under

Agrostology,  the  scientific  name  for  grasses  which  might  be  used  in  a  special 
library.  In  like  manner  general  books  on  birds  will  be  looked  for  under  Birds, 
not  under  Ornithology.  What  general  reader  looking  for  a  book  on  adenoids 
would  think  to  look  under  Nasopharynx — Adenoid  vegetations,  altho  this 
is  the  correct  heading  for  a  large  and  special  library?  Common  usage  should 
always  be  considered  and  the  entries  in  a  good  general  encyclopedia  are  often 
a  help  in  case  of  doubt.  Here,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  catalog,  the  needs  of 
the  individual  library  call  for  consideration.  After  deciding  on  the  common 
name  as  entry  word,  the  scientific  name  will  be  cared  for  by  a  reference  to 
the  form  used.  Such  references  are  discussed  later. 

Number  of  Subject  Headings  for  One  Book.  The  subject  content  of 
many  books  is  amply  covered  by  one  subject  heading  but  many  other  books 
cover  more  than  one  subject  and  for  such  books  each  distinct  subject  should 
be  brought  out  by  means  of  the  proper  subject  heading.  A  book  such  as  "Guide 
to  the  Trees,"  by  Curtis,  is  fully  and  exactly  covered  by  the  subject  heading 
Trees,  since  it  treats  of  trees  and  nothing  else.  Another  well  known  book, 
"Field  Book  of  American  Trees  and  Shrubs/'  by  Mathews,  treats  of  two  subjects 
and  needs  two  subject  headings:  (1)  Shrubs,  (2)  Trees.  A  third  book,  "Trees, 
Stars  and  Birds/'  by  Moseley,  covers  three  subjects  all  equally  important  and  it 
calls  for  three  subject  headings:  (1)  Birds,  (2)  Stars,  (3)  Trees.  These  three 
books  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  point  that  one  subject  heading  will  not  always 
suffice  to  bring  out  the  contents  of  a  book,  and  that  more  than  one  subject  heading 
should  be  used  for  a  book  when  its  contents  call  for  more.  No  hard  and  fast 
rule  about  the  number  of  subject  entries  can  be  given  but  the  books  found  in 
the  average  small  library  will  seldom  need  more  than  three,  or  at  most  four, 
subject  entries  and  rarely  as  many  as  that.  It  is  a  bad  policy  to  overload  the 
catalog  with  unnecessary  subject  cards.  A  careful  study  of  the  book  in  hand 
will  usually  show  that  a  very  few  subjects  will  amply  cover  it;  a  general  subject 
will  often  take  care  of  a  number  of  small  sub-divisions  which  go  to  make  up 
the  general  subject.  Practice  (and  plenty  of  it)  is  the  best  teacher.  Another 
difference  between  classification  and  subject  headings  is  brought  out  here.  In 
the  system  of  classification,  which  determines  the  arrangement  of  books  on  the 
shelves  and  groups  together  books  on  one  subject,  a  book  can  be  in  only  one 
place,  but  in  the  catalog  the  book  can  appear  under  more  than  one  subject  if 
necessary,  hence  the  cataloger  does  not  have  to  decide  on  one  subject  only  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  others,  but  by  making  the  additional  cards  can  make  the  book 
quickly  useful  in  the  library  from  as  many  different  points  of  view  as  there  are 
distinct  subjects  in  the  book. 

The  following  figures  give  a  practical  demonstration  of  the  proportion  of 
books  requiring  more  than  one  subject  entry.  A  test  of  this  point  was  made 
for  books  cataloged  for  a  high  school  library.  In  the  main,  the  books  are  of 
much  the  same  character  as  those  which  make  up  the  collections  in  small  public 
libraries,  so  the  proportion  would  probably  be  approximately  the  same  in  both 
types  of  libraries.  Out  of  1241  titles  belonging  in  the  first  seven  classes  of  the 
Dewey  Decimal  classification  788,  or  63  per  cent  (somewhat  less  than  two  thirds) 
required  only  one  subject  heading,  358,  or  29  per  cent  (less  than  one  third) 
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required  two  subjects,  76,  or  only  6  per  cent,  required6  three  subjects,  and  16 
.required  four  subjects.  Three  only  were  given  five  and  no  book  was  given 
more  than  five  subject  headings.  Summarized,  this  shows  that  in  this  catalog, 
the  average  number  of  subject  cards  for  each  tkle  is  1.46,  These  figures  are 
for  subject  entries  for  books  as  a  whole  and  do  not  count  analytical  subject 
entries  made  -for  parts  of  books,  a  question  not  taken  up  here. 

Forms  of  Subject  Headings.  The  simplest  subject  headings  consist  of 
one  word,  e.g.  Trees,  but  not  all  subjects  treated  in  books  can  be  expressed  by 
one  word.  Other  forms  that  are  used  are:  (1)  Two  words  joined  by  and,  as 
Cities  and  towns,  Debates  and  debating.  This  usually  groups  under  one  subject 
heading  closely  related  material  which  can  not  be  easily  separated  and  which  is 
usually  treated  .together  in  books.  More  rarely  two  subjects  which  are  oppo- 
sites  but  which  are  usually  treated  together  are  joined  by  and  in  the  same  way, 
eg.  Belief  and  doubt,  or  two  different  subjects  treated  in  their  relation  to  each 
other,  e.g.  Religion  and  science.  (2)  Phrases,  such  as  Conduct  of  life,  Migra- 
tions of  nations,  Rotation  of  crops.  (3)  Adjective  followed  by  a  noun,  e.g. 
English  literature,  Electric  railroads.  (4)  Inverted  heading  consisting  of  a  noun 
followed  by  an  adjective,  e.g.  Insurance,  Accident;  Insurance,  Fire.  Inverted 
headings  are  .used  when  it  is  -desirable  to  keep  together  all  parts  of  a  broad 
subject.  The  difficult  problem  of  when  to  invert  a  heading  in  this  way  is  one 
that  the  inexperienced  cataloger  can  not  solve  for  herself.  This  matter  has 
been  carefully  studied,  and  lists  of,  subject  headings,  supplemented  by  printed 
catalogs  such  as  the  "United  States  Catalog,"  are  the  best  guides.  (5)  Personal 
.names  are  used  as  subject  headings  for  biographical  and  critical  material.  In  a 
biography  of  an  individual  the  subject  of  the  biography  is  the  subject  of  the 
book,  and  it  does  not  take  the  subject  heading  Biography,  i.e.  a  life  of  Daniel 
.."Roone  has  the  subject  entry  Boonc,  Daniel.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  personal 
name,  when  used  as  a  subject  heading,  is  used  in  exactly  the  same  form  that  is 
used  for  an  author  entry.  If  the  biography  is  also  a  contribution  to  a  subject, 
enter  it  there,  too,  (e.g.  the  life  of  Daniel  Boone  by  S.  E.  White  has  also  the 
entry,,  Frontier  and  pioneer  life). 


Form  Headings,  In  addition,  to  the  subject  headings  already  discussed, 
where  the  heading  stands  for  the  subject  matter  found  in  the  book,  there  are 
headings  of  another  kind,  usually  known  as  form  headings,  but  sometimes  called 
form  subject  headings,  which  are  used  in  the  same  way  as  regular  subject  head- 
ings and  are  included  in  printed  lists  of  subject  headings.  These  headings  relate 
to  the  literary  or  artistic  form  of  a  book  and  not  to  its  subject  matter,  e.g. 
Assays,  poetry,  fiction,  hymns,  songs,  etc.  These  literary  form  headings  are  used 
for  collections  rather  than  for  works  of  an  individual  author.  For  example, 
the  form  heading  English  poetry  is  usually  not  used  for  poems  of  an  individual 
author  but  it  is  used  (with  subdivision  Collections^)  for  collections  of  poems  by 
several  authors.  While  it  might  be  useful  to  have  form  entries  for  works  of  in- 
divicluaj  authors,  in  most  libraries  the  result  would  not  be  worth  the  cost  because 
such  entries  would  duplicate  work  already  available  in  another  way,  as  the  books 
are  generally  classified  and  arranged  on  the  shelves  according  to  these  literary 
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forms  and  the  reader  usually  has  access  to  the  shelves  or  to  the  shelf  list.  It 
should  be  noted  here  that  a  form  heading  is  also  used  as  a  real  subject  heading 
when  it  expresses  the  subject  about  which  a  book  Is  written,  e.g.  a  book  about  the 
history  of  English  poetry  will  have  the  subject  heading  English  poetry — History 
and  criticism.  To  summarize,  the  heading  English  poetry  (i.e.  English  po'etry — 
Collections}  is  used  only  for  (1)  collections  of  English  poetry,  in  which  case  it 
is  a  form  heading,  and  (2)  for  works  about  English  poetry,  (i.e.  English  poetry — 
History  and  criticism]  in  which  case  it  represents  the  real  subject  of  the  book. 

In  addition  to  the  literary  form  headings  there  are  some  other  very  useful 
form  headings  which  are  determined  by  the  general  form  of  the  material  and 
the  purpose  of  the  book,  e.g.  Almanacs;  Encyclopedias  and  dictionaries. 

Subdivisions  of  a  Subject.  Any  of  the  classes  of  subject  headings  treated 
in  the  preceding  paragraphs  may  be  subdivided  in  order  to  make  the  headings 
more  specific  and  to  avoid  too  many  entries  under  one  subject.  The  general 
rule  is  that  subdivisions  under  a  general  heading  are  made  according  to  the 
needs  of  the  case.  If  there  are  but  a  few  entries  under  a  subject  no  subdivisions 
will  be  needed,  but  any  subject  heading  which  is  used  for  a  large  number  of 
books  is  better  subdivided.  For  instance,  in  a  small  library  where  there  are 
only  a  few  books  on  chemistry,  including  textbooks  and  histories  of  the  subject, 
it  is  best  to  use  the  subject  heading  Chemistry  for  all,  including  the  histories, 
but  when  the  entries  multiply  it  is  better  to  separate  the  histories  from  the 
general  books  by  using  for  them  the  subject  heading  Chemistry — History.  In 
the  same  way  a  library  having  very  few  books  on  agriculture  would  use  the 
subject  heading  Agriculture  for  all,  but  with  more  books  it  is  advisable  to  divide 
the  books  about  agriculture  in  a  particular  country  from  the  general  treatises 
by  using  a  geographical  subdivision,  e.g.  Agriculture — U.S.  It  is  not  possible 
to  give  a  general  rule  about  the  number  of  entries  under  a  subject  which  make 
subdivision  necessary.  The  advantage  of  having  all  books  on  a  subject  under 
one  subject  heading  without  subdivisions,  in  case  the  entries  are  few,  is  that 
this  simpler,  less  complicated  entry  makes  the  catalog  easier  to  comprehend  and 
to  use,  as  long  as  the  entries  remain  few.  The  advantage  of  subdividing  a 
subject  heading  which  includes  a  fair  number  of  entries  is  that  this  saves  the 
time  of  the  user  of  the  catalog  by  making  it  easier  to  find  books  on  a  particular 
phase  of  a  subject  if  these  have  a  separate  subject  heading,  since  it  is  not  then 
necessary  to  look  through  the  many  general  entries  in  order  to  find  this  special 
material.  Even  in  a  very  small  library  some  subjects  will  always  need  sub- 
divisions, e.g.  English  language,  where  one  would  have  dictionaries,  grammars, 
etc.  all  calling  for  subdivision,  and  United  States,  with  subdivisions  such  as 
Description  and  travel,  History,  and  these  subdivisions  should  be  used  from  the 
start.  However,  when  a  small  library  catalog  is  started,  few  subdivisions  under 
subjects  will  seem  necessary  but  as  the  catalog  grows  it  will  be  necessary  to  use 
more  subdivisions.  An  imperative  rule  is  that,  when  a  new  subdivision  of  a 
subject  is  used  for  the  first  time,  the  cataloger  must  examine  all  the  material 
already  in  the  catalog  under  the  general  heading  to  see  that  the  subdivision  is 
added  to  all  titles  needing  it,  otherwise  the  material  will  be  divided  and  only 
part  of  it  will  appear  under  the  subdivision.  Do  not  retain  too  many  of  the

subdivisions  of  subjects  found  on  the  Library  of  Congress  printed  cards  which 
are  planned  for  large  libraries.  A  description  of  the  various  forms  of  sub- 
divisions follows. 

(1)  Form  division.     The  most  used  subdivisions  are  the  form  divisions., 
such  as  Dictionaries,  History,  Statistics,  which  may  be  used  under  any  subject 
where  they  are  needed,  e.g.  Chemistry — Dictionaries.     These  divisions  indicate 
the  form  in  which  the  subject  is  presented,  i.e.  as  a  dictionary  of  the  subject, 
or  a  history  of  the  subject,  etc.     (See  the  list  of  these  form  divisions  on  the 
page  which  immediately  precedes  the  main  list  itself.)     Some  of  these  form 
divisions  are  also  regular  subject  headings,  when  they  represent  the  real  subject 
matter  of  the  book  and  not  the  form  in  which  the  matter  is  presented.     For 
example,  Statistics  is  a  form  subdivision  under  United  States  ( US. — Statistics) 
for  such  a  book  as  the  Statistical  Abstract  of  the  United  States  which  presents 
information  about  the   United   States   in   statistical    form,   but   it   is   a  main 
subject  heading  (in  its  own  alphabetical  place)  for  such  a  book  as  Chaddock's 
"Principles   and  Elements   of  Statistics/'  which   is  a  treatise   on  the   subject 
statistics. 

(2)  Subdivisions  according  to  some  one  phase  or  part  of  a  subject,  e.g. 
a  book  on  the  construction  of  railroads  would  have  the  subject  heading  Rail- 
roads— Constructio  n. 

(3)  Geographical  subdivision  under  certain  subjects,  e.g.  a  book  on  edu- 
cation in  the  United  States  has  the  subject  heading  Education—US. 

(4)  Certain  subdivisions  are  used  under  country  or  place,  instead  of  sub- 
dividing the  subjects  by  country,  e.g.  US. — History  (not  History — US.) 

(5)  These   history    subdivisions   under    place    are    sometimes    subdivided 
chronologically,  when  there  are  many  entries  under  the  one  subject,  e.g.  Great 
Britain— History— Norman    period,    1066-1154;    Great   Britain— History — 19th 
century. 

When  to  Subdivide  Subject  by  Place  and  Place  by  Subject 

(1)  Under  place  put  works  of  an  historical  or  descriptive  nature,  e.g. 
US.— History;  US.— Description  and  travel;  and  also  works  on  the  social  and 
political  sciences  of  a  regiopi,  e.g.  US. — Social  life  and  customs;  US. — Politics 
and  government 

(2)  Under  subject,  with  geographical  subdivision,  put  works  on  the 
arts  and  sciences,  and  technical  subjects,  e.g.  Music — US.;  Botany — US.;  Rail- 
roads— US.     Never  make  double  entry  under  both  geographical  region  and 
subject.    When  the  entry  is  under  subject  with  geographical  subdivision,  it  is 
usually  advisable  to  make  a  reference  from  the  geographical  region  subdivided 
by  subject,  e.g.  US. — Botany.    See  Botany — US. 

(3)  Local  material  is  an  exception  to  the  above  rules,    Keep  all  material 
about  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  library  is  located  tinder  its  place  name, 
irrespective  of  whether  it  falls  in  either  (1)  or  (2)  above.    If  the  entries  are 
few,  use  no  subdivisions.    If  there  are  many  subject  entries,  use  the  necessary 
subdivisions,  under  place.    This  departure  from  the  general  rule  of  (1)  and  (2) 
is  made  because  the  special  interest  in  all  material  about  the  home  town  makes 
it  desirable  to  keep  it  together  in  one  place  in  the  catalog. 
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(4)  For  cities  other  than  the  local  one  rules  (1)  and  (2)  above  apply, 
with  one  exception,  i.e.  classes  of  institutions  (e.g.  Libraries)  which  are  ordi- 
narily used  with  geographical  subdivisions  are  subordinated  to  the  city,  e.g. 
Chicago — Libraries,  (not  Libraries — Chicago).  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  be- 
ginner to  puzzle  too  much  over  this  exception  to  the  rule;  the  printed  list  o£ 
subject  headings  will  usually  indicate  such  exceptions. 

When  to  Make  Subject  Entries  for  a  Book.  Having  considered  general 
subject  headings,  form  headings,  and  subdivisions  of  subjects,  it  is  now  possible 
to  formulate  a  rule  as  to  when  to  make  subject  headings  for  books.  It  will  not 
do  to  say  that  every  book  has  a  subject  entry.  In  general,  subject  entries  are 
made  for  all  books  that  have  definite,  definable  subjects.  If  one  subject  heading 
will  not  adequately  cover  a  book,  two  or  more  subject  headings  are  used.  There 
are  a  few  books  where  the  subject  is  so  indefinite  that  it  is  better  not  to  give  a 
heading  which  will  probably  be  useless  as  far  as  the  reader  is  concerned.  If  the 
cataloger  can  not  find  a  definite  subject  for  a  book  of  this  kind  probably  the 
reader  who  wants  it  would  never  find  it  under  any  makeshift  or  general  heading: 
that  would  be  given  to  it.  Do  not  put  such  books  under  some  vague  general! 
term  used  as  a  dumping  ground.  In  such  cases  the  author  and  title  entries  will! 
be  sufficient.  For  instance,  the  book  called  " Appreciation,"  by  William  Lyoo 
Phelps,  might  give  some  trouble  to  the  cataloger  who  tries  to  fit  it  under  a  definite- 
heading.  It  would  be  quite  sufficient  here  to  allow  the  title  to  cover  the  book,, 
without  bothering  unduly  about  a  subject.  One  catalog  has  given  it  the  subject 
heading  Conduct  of  life,  while  another  enters  it  under  Happiness.  In  reality 
neither  subject  fits  it,  as  it  is  a  personal  account  of  one  source  of  Mr.  Phelps*1 
pleasure  in  life.  The  large  class  of  books  which  does  not  require  subject  entries 
is  the  class  treated  under  form  headings.  To  repeat  here,  literary  form  headings 
are  not  used  for  the  works  of  an  individual  author,  which  means  that  many 
books,  including  fiction,  plays,  poetry,  etc.  will  require  no  subject  entries. 

Definitions.  The  cataloger  has  been  told  to  take  time  to  consult  dic- 
tionaries and  other  reference  books  about  unfamiliar  subjects  in  order  to  do> 
intelligent  work.  This  should  be  done,  if  necessary,  when  a  book  is  examinecll 
for  its  subject  matter;  in  addition  whenever  a  new  subject  heading  is  used! 
time  should  be  taken  to  understand  its  exact  meaning.  By  looking  thru  the 
"see  also"  references  in  the  subject  heading  list  under  a  given  heading,  a  cata- 
loger may  often  find  how  the  term  is  used  or  what  smaller  divisions  of  the 
subject  are  to  be  found  in  the  list.  In  addition  it  is  often  helpful  to  consult: 
printed  subject  catalogs  such  as  the  "United  States  Catalog1'  and  the  "Cumulative 
Book  Index"  to  see  what  kind  of  books  are  put  under  a  given  subject.  It  is  well1 
for  a  cataloger  to  consult  her  own  catalog  from  time  to  time  to  see  how  she 
herself  has  used  the  subjects.  Many  subject  headings  are  clear  cut  and  their 
meanings  well  defined  and  such  headings  are  therefore  easy  to  use,  e.g.  Birds, 
Fruit,  Grasses.  Other  subject  headings  seem  to  overlap  closely  related  subjects 
and  it  is  therefore  necessary  for  the  cataloger  to  understand  just  what  material 
is  to  be  included  under  each  of  these  overlapping  subjects.  Before  using  a 
subject  heading  be  sure  that  the  proper  distinctions  have  been  made  between  th'm 
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particular  heading  and  closely  related  subjects.  Time  spent  on  this  in  the  be- 
ginning is  well  repaid,  as  it  enables  one  to  be  exact  in  the  use  of  subject  headings, 
and  often,  by  using  the  exact  heading,  to  avoid  entry  under  two  overlapping 
subjects  just  because  the  limits  of  neither  are  understood.  For  example,  the 
subjects  Alcoholism,  Liquor  problem.  Liquor  traffic,  Prohibition,  Temperance 
overlap  to  a  certain  degree,  but  because  of  doubt  in  their  application  one  will  not 
therefore  want  to  use  all  of  these  subjects  for  any  one  book.  Define  each  one 
and  understand  that  Alcoholism  is  used  for  medical  works  and  works  on  drunken- 
ness, Liquor  problem  includes  works  of  an  administrative  or  local  character, 
Liquor  traffic  includes  the  liquor  industry,  while  Prohibition  is  used  for  works 
dealing  with  the  legal  prohibition  of  the  liquor  traffic  and  liquor  manufacture. 
Having  decided  on  the  definition  of  a  subject  where  there  is  doubt,  this  definition 
should  be  recorded  for  future  use.  If  the  definition  is  not  given  in  the  list  of 
subject  headings  followed,  add  it  there  for  future  use.  In  addition,  when  an 
explanatory  note  of  this  kind  would  be  a  help  to  the  users  of  the  catalog,  it  is 
well  to  type  it  on  a  guide  card  and  file  it  in  the  catalog  ahead  of  the  entries  under 
the  subject  heading. 

Subject  Cross  References.  These  references  are  made  in  order  to  refer 
the  user  of  the  catalog  from  one  heading  to  another.  There  are  two  kinds  of 
such  references:  (1)  "see"  references,  (2)  "see  also"  references. 

(1)  See  references.     These  refer  from  a  heading  not  used  to  the  heading 
used,  e.g.  Farming.  See  Agriculture,  which  means  that  Agriculture  is  the  subject 
heading  used  and  not  Farming.    When  a  "see"  reference  is  made  no  entry  for 
a  book  is  ever  made  under  the  form  referred  from.     This  "see"  reference  is 
needed  to  make  sure  that  all  material  on  a  given  subject  is  entered  under  the 
same  subject  heading  and  not  scattered  under  different  headings  and  to  direct 
the  user  of  the  catalog  who  thinks  of  a  variant  form  of  entry  to  the  entry 
where  the  material  is  to  be  found.     "See"  references  are  absolutely  essential 
They  are  made  ( 1 )  from  exact  synonyms,  and  from  terms  so  nearly  synonymous 
that  they  would  cover  the  same  type  of  material.     References  from  synonyms 
are  essential.     They  are  also  made  (2)   from  the  second  part  of  a  compound 
heading,  e.g.  the  heading  Fasts  and  feasts  requires  a  reference  from  Feasts; 
(3)    from  the  second  part  of  an  inverted  heading,  e.g.   Chemistry,   Technical 
(the  form  used)  needs  a  reference  from  Technical  chemistry;  (4)  from  a  variant 
spelling  a  reference  is  made  to  the  spelling  used,  e.g.  Aesthetics.   See  Esthetics; 
(5)   from  opposites  when  they  are  included  in  a  heading  without  being  specifi- 
cally mentioned,  e.g.  Intemperance.    See  Temperance;  (6)  from  the  singular  to 
the  plural  (the  form  usually  used)  when  the  two  forms  would  not  file  together  in 
the  catalog,  e.g.  Mouse.   See  Mice.    In  working  from  a  printed  list  of  subject 
headings  it  is  not  always  necessary  to  make  every  "see"  reference  indicated  in 
that  list,  e.g.  under  the  heading  Prisons  a  "see"  reference  from  Dungeons'  is 
indicated  but  this  should  not  be  made  unless  the  prison  material  in  hand  contains 
something  on  ancient  prisons,  that  is,  dungeons. 

(2)  See  also  references.     These  refer  from  one  subject  to  other  related 
subjects  where  additional  material  will  be  found.     They  differ  from  the  "see" 
references  in  that  there  are  entries  in  the  catalog  under  the  subject  referred 
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from  as  well  as  under  the  subject  referred  to.  They  are  much  more  difficult 
than  "see"  references  both  to  understand  and  to  make,  therefore  expert  advice 
is  needed  by  the  untrained  cataloger.  The  usually  accepted  rule  is  to  make  "see 
also"  references  from  the  general  subject  to  the  more  specific  subject  and  not 
ordinarily  from  the  specific  to  the  general,  e.g.  make  a  "see  also"  reference  from 
Mathematics  to  Algebra  (Mathematics.  See  also  Algebra)  but  do  not  make  a 
reference  from  Algebra  to  Mathematics.  They  are  also  sometimes  made  for 
related  subjects  of  approximately  equal  value,  e.g.  Drawing.  See  also  Painting. 
In  applying  the  rule  of  referring  from  the  general  to  the  specific,  a  further 
rule  is  to  refer,  one  step  at  a  time,  from  the  most  inclusive  subject  to  a  some- 
what more  specific  subject,  and  then  from  this  more  specific  subject  to  still  more 
specific  ones,  rather  than  from  the  most  general  to  the  most  specific.  To  illus- 
trate, a  "see  also"  reference  is  made  from  the  inclusive  subject  Science  to  the 
somewhat  more  limited  one  Mathematics,  but  not  to  the  branches  of  mathematics, 
such  as  algebra.  Then  from  the  subject  Mathematics  a  "see  also"  reference 
is  made  to  the  still  more  specific  subject  Algebra.  Practice  will  clarify  this 
somewhat  complicated  rule.  In  following  any  printed  list  of  subject  headings 
do  not  make  the  "see  also"  references  indicated  unless  additional  material  will 
be  found  under  the  subject  referred  to.  For  example,  a  book  on  inventions  and 
patents  will  be  entered  under  (1)  Inventions,  (2)  Patents,  The  subject  heading 
list  suggests  a  "see  also"  reference  Inventions,  See  also  Patents.  This  should 
not  be  made  if  all  that  is  to  be  found  under  Patents  is  this  book  which  is  already 
listed  under  Inventions,  because  no  additional  material  will  be  found  there. 
As  already  suggested  in  the  Introduction  to  this  book,  "see  also"  references 
are  a  difficult  part  of  subject  work  which  it  may  sometimes  be  safer  for  the 
inexperienced  cataloger  to  omit. 

General  references.  In  addition  to  the  specific  "see"  and  "see  also"  ref- 
erences, there  are  references  of  a  more  general  character,  usually  called  "general 
references/'  which,  instead  of  referring  to  a  long  list  of  specific  headings,  serve 
as  a  blanket  reference  to  all  headings  of  a  particular  kind.  Such  a  reference 
is  the  one  under  Libraries  which  reads  "See  also  special  classes  of  libraries  (e.g. 
School  libraries)  ;  subdivision  Libraries  under  names  of  cities;  and  headings 
beginning  with  the  word  Library."  More  often  such  general  references  are 
added  at  the  end  of  the  specific  references,  e.g.  under  Race  problems  is  found 
"See  also  Immigration  and  emigration;  also  subdivision  Race  question  under 
names  of  countries,  etc.,  e.g.  U.S. — Race  question."  In  this  "List  of  Subject 
Headings"  these  general  references  are  listed  under  subjects  as  "refer  from" 
references  in  the  same  way  that  the  specific  references  are  listed,  e.g.  under 
U.S. — Race  question  is  found  "Refer  from  (see  also  ref.)  Negroes;  Race  prob- 
lems/' The  reference  from  Negroes  is  a  specific  one  (Negroes.  See  also  U.S. — 
Race  question)  while  the  one  from  Race  problems  is  a  general  one  (Race  prob- 
lems, See  also  subdivision  Race  question  under  names  of  countries,  etc.,  e.g, 
U.S. — Race  question.)  The  cataloger  should  add  these  general  references  to  a 
subject  when  the  subject  is  used,  just  as  the  specific  references  are  made  then, 
and  this  is  a  good  place  to  remind  her  of  that  fact.  Before  making  any  indicated 
references  the  cataloger  should  turn  to  the  subject  from  which  the  reference 
is  to  be  made  to  get  the  form  and  it  will  then  be  seen  whether  the  reference  is 
lo  be  a  specific  reference  or  a  general  reference, 
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New  Headings.  No  printed  list  of  subject  headings  can  be  absolutely 
up  to  date;  there  will  always  be  some  need  for  headings  for  new  subjects  of 
current  interest,  which  are  often  in  the  experimental  stage  when  the  first  books 
about  them  appear.  How  is  one  to  decide  on  the  proper  subject  heading  in 
such  cases?  First  aid  is  to  be  had  from  periodical  indexes,  especially  the 
''Readers'  Guide/'  since  these  indexes  are  forced  to  assign  subjects  to  periodical 
material  as  soon  as  it  is  published,  without  waiting  until  the  ideal  subject  head- 
ing is  worked  out.  As  the  new  subject  develops,  a  better  subject  heading  is 
sometimes  adopted  in  later  numbers  of  the  index.  In  other  words,  the  new 
headings  used  in  the  "Readers'  Guide"  and  similar  indexes  are  as  permanent  as 
the  nature  of  the  material  allows ;  if,  after  the  heading  is  first  used,  the  subject 
develops  further,  some  change  in  the  heading  may  be  needed,  but  often  the 
subject  heading  first  given  remains  satisfactory.  The  "Industrial  Arts  Index," 
when  available,  is  of  great  importance  for  technical  subject  headings.  In  the 
same  way,  other  special  subject  indexes  are  valuable  for  headings  in  their 
fields.  Another  help  for  new  subject  headings  is  found  in  catalogs  of  new 
books,  such  as  the  "Booklist"  and  the  "Cumulative  Book  Index."  The  form  of 
subject  heading  used  in  the  "Cumulative  Book  Index"  is  usually  permanent,  altho, 
as  in  the  periodical  indexes,  the  form  may  be  revised  in  later  numbers  if  a 
better  form  develops.  By  the  time  a  book  is  written  about  a  subject,  the 
terminology  may  have  changed  since  the  first  periodical  article  was  written,  hence 
the  subject  heading  used  in  the  "Readers'  Guide"  is  considered  in  the  light  of 
later  information  and  revised  if  need  be  before  being  used  in  the  "Cumulative 
Book  Index."  New  subjects  are  apt  to  appear  here  some  time  before  the  Library 
of  Congress  adopts  and  prints  headings  for  the  new  subjects.  The  subject 
heading  Radio  advertising,  which  is  not  contained  in  the  older  subject  heading 
lists,  will  illustrate  the  way  in  which  these  indexes  help  to  establish  a  new 
subject  heading.  By  1930  one  finds  the  heading  Radio  advertising  being  used 
in  the  "Cumulative  Book  Index"  as  well  as  in  the  "Readers'  Guide"  and  in  the 
"Industrial  Arts  Index."  The  subject  heading  would  therefore  seem  to  be  fairly 
well  established  by  that  time.  The  details  of  the  adoption  of  this  subject  head- 
ing by  these  indexes  follow.  To  begin  with,  the  two  periodical  indexes  put 
the  material  on  that  subject  under  Radio  broadcasting — Business  applications. 
By  1925  these  periodical  indexes  had  changed  to  Radio  advertising.  The  "Cu- 
mulative Book  Index/'  after  using  Radio  broadcasting  in  1929  for  one  of  the  first 
books  on  the  subject,  adopted  Radio  advertising  in  1930.  Do  not  add  a  heading 
to  your  list  unless  you  are  sure  that  it  is  not  already  there  in  some  form.  If 
you  do  add  a  new  one,  define  it  carefully,  unless  it  explains  itself,  and  make  a 
note  of  the  definition.  A  new  term  may  be  only  a  new  name  for  a  subject 
already  in  the  catalog.  If  so,  a  "see"  reference  from  the  new  term  to  the  old 
will  be  sufficient,  e.g.  Character  education  is  a  newer  name  for  Moral  education, 
but  libraries  using  the  older  form  will  not  use  Character  education,  too. 

Tentative  Headings.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  decide  at  once  on 
the  permanent  form  for  a  new  subject  heading.  Tentative  headings  are  recom- 
mended to  take  care  of  cases  where  there  is  uncertainty  about  the  terminology 
of  a  new  subject.  When  a  really  new  subject  conies  up  it  is  sometimes  better 
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to  use  a  form  experimentally  rather  than  to  wait  for  the  subject  itself  to  develop 
to  the  point  where  a  permanent  heading  can  be  given,  otherwise  there  is  undue 
delay  in  getting  this  subject  entered  in  the  catalog.  In 'cases  of  uncertainty  as 
to  the  permanency  of  the  form,  when  a  tentative  form  is  adopted  it  should  be 
so  marked  in  the  list  of  subject  headings  when  it  is  added  there.  In  addition, 
a  list  of  these  tentative  headings  should  be  kept  by  themselves  (this  list  will 
never  be  long)  so  that  about  once  a  year  such  subjects  can  be  reconsidered  and 
either  adopted  permanently  or  changed.  Libraries  which  do  not  have  an  electric 
eraser  may  prefer  to  write  these  temporary  subjects  in  -pencil  on  the  cards 
instead  of  typing  them  until  such  time  as  the  permanent  form  is  established. 
There  is  nothing  unorthodox  in  changing  to  a  better  form  if  the  development 
of  a  subject  makes  this  desirable.  The  Library  of  Congress  makes  such  changes 
in  its  list  of  subject  headings  from  time  to  time  when  change  is  considered 
desirable.  To  illustrate,  at  one  time  the  Library  of  Congress  used  the  subject 
Electric  light,  but  later  changed  to  Electric  lighting. 

New  Terminology  for  Old  Subjects.  After  deciding  on  the  form  of  the 
subject  heading  and  using  it,  it  is  usually  necessary  to  be  conservative  about 
changing  the  form  for  that  subject.  The  cost  of  changing  the  existing  records 
must  be  taken  into  account,  for  the  adoption  of  a  new  form  means  changing  all 
of  the  old  entries  to  the  new  form.  Furthermore,  it  also  means  changing  the 
complicated  cross  references.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  abreast  of  the  styles  in 
terminology  at  all  times;  an  accepted  term  today  may  be  antiquated  ten  years 
from  now.  Some  subject  headings  become  so  out  of  date  that  it  will  pay  to 
change  to  the  modern  form,  e.g.  a  library  would  probably  wish  to  use  Radio  in 
place  of  Telegraph,  Wireless  and  Telephone,  Wireless,  subject  headings  formerly 
used.  In  some  subjects  terminology  changes  so  frequently  that  it  is  not  always 
feasible  for  a  library  to  try  to  keep  up  with  the  newest  terminology  in  the  field. 
For  example,  educational  terminology  is  subject  to  frequent  changes.  An  illus- 
tration of  a  heading  where  change  does  not  seem  essential  in  the  average  small 
library  is  the  heading  Mental  tests,  A  few  years  ago  books  were  written  about 
Mental  tests  and  that  is  the  subject  heading  that  was  used;  now  they  are 
usually  called  Intelligence  tests.  The  library  having  a  number  of  entries  under 
Mental  tests  would  probably  find  that  the  new  material  could  join  the  old  under 
that  heading  without  greatly  interfering  with  the  use  of  the  catalog.  A  ref- 
erence from  Intelligence  tests  to  Mental  tests  will  then  be  made.  If  House 
decoration,  a  term  now  somewhat  out  of  date,  is  changed  to  Interior  decoration 
today,  how  long  will  the  latter  remain  the  up-to-date  term?  If  the  old  termi- 
nology is  retained  in  the  catalog  a  "see"  reference  from  the  new  form  should 
always  be  added  when  that  new  form  comes  into  use  by  the  public.  Do  this 
promptly.  Of  course  when  a  heading  is  found  to  be  incorrect  the  change  should 
always  be  made. 

Subject  Heading  List.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  there  should  be 
consistency  in  entering  all  books  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same  subject 
heading.  They  should  not  be  scattered  under  the  various  synonyms  which 
might  be  used  for  one  subject.  For  example,  it  would  not  do  to  put  one  book 
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about  drawing  under  the  subject  heading  Drawing  and  another  one  under 
Sketching,  even  though  that  might  be  its  title.  Unless  this  rule  is  observed  con- 
fusion will  result  and  the  user  of  the  catalog  will  never  be  sure  of  finding  all 
of  the  material  on  any  one  subject  in  one  place.  Consistency  in  spelling  is 
equally  important.  For  example,  after  deciding  to  use  the  spelling  Eskimos 
the  alternate  spelling  Esquimaux  should  never  be  used.  In  order  to  attain  con- 
sistency for  the  present  and  for  the  future,  it  is  necessary  to  work  from  an 
accepted  list  of  subject  headings,  where  the  headings  to  be  used  have  been  care- 
fully chosen.  Such  a  list  will  also  provide  for  the  necessary  subject  cross 
references.  If  in  doubt  about  the  meaning  of  a  subject  heading  found  in  the  list, 
the  cataloger  should  never  use  it  until  time  has  been  taken  to  consult  reference 
books  in  order  to  find  out  its  exact  meaning,  otherwise  it  will  be  interpreted 
differently  at  different  times.  Furthermore,  it  is  necessary  that  the  list  of  sub- 
ject headings  be  checked  to  show  exactly  which  subject  headings  have  been  used 
and  what  cross  references  have  been  made.  This  is  the  general  rule  to  bear  in 
mind.  Good  directions  for  checking  this  "List  of  Subject  Headings  for  Small 
Libraries"  are  found  in  Miss  Mann's  "Introduction  to  Cataloging  and  the  Classi- 
fication of  Books"  and  also  in  Miss  Akers'  "Simple  Library  Cataloging"  and  in 
the  "Prison  Library  Handbook."  For  the  convenience  of  having  some  elementary 
directions  for  checking  to  use  in  connection  with  this  List  the  following  directions 
are  included  here.  A  sample  page  of  checking  follows  the  directions,  and  each 
step  in  the  checking  process  should  be  compared  with  that  page. 

Preliminary  Directions.  Use  as  subjects  only  the  headings  in  black-face 
or  heavy  type  printed  on  a  line  absolutely  by  themselves.  Do  not  use  as  a  main 
subject  any  heading  printed  in  italic  type  in  this  List.  These  are  subdivisions  of 
subjects  and  should  be  used,  following  a  dash,  after  various  specific  subjects 
described  in  notes  under  each.  Do  not  use  as  a  subject  heading  for  a  book  any 
heading  which  is  followed,  on  the  same  line,  by  the  word  "See"  and  the  heading 
that  is  meant  to  be  used.  For  example,  Emotions  is  on  a  line  by  itself  and  is 
therefore  to  be  used,  but  turning  to  Feelings  one  finds  Feelings.  See  Emotions 
all  on  one  line,  therefore  Feelings  is  not  to  be  usd  as  a  subject  heading. 

Checking  Directions.  The  method  of  checking  may  be  illustrated  by 
taking  the  heading  Fishing  and  the  groups  of  references  given  under  it  and 
working  from  this. 

(a)  First,  the  subject  heading  Fishing  is  printed  in  black-face  type  and  is 
on  a  line  by  itself,  indicating  that  this  is  the  term  to  be  used  for  a  book  on  this 
subject  (e.g.  Camp's  "Fine  Art  of  Fishing")    When  this  heading  is  decided  on 
and  used  for  the  first  time  check  it  in  the  List  to  show  that  it  has  been  used, 
putting  the  check  in  front  of  the  heading. 

(b)  Second,  the  line  below  the  heading  Fishing  contains  the  "See  also" 
reference,  "See  also  Trout  fishing.77    This  suggests  a  more  specific  subject  head- 
ing which  is  to  be  used  for  a  book  on  this  particular  branch  of  fishing.    This 
reference  will  not  be  considered  until  the  library  does  have  something  on  trout 
fishing,  so  for  the  present  it  will  be  passed  over.    Later  (see  e  below)  it  will  be 
shown  how  it  is  made  when  the  heading  Trout  fishing  is  used. 
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(c)  Third,  when  the  form  of  the  subject  heading  is  decided  (Fishing,  in 
this  case)  the  next  step  is  to  find  what  "see"  references  should  be  made  from 
other  terms  under  which  users  of  the  catalog  might  look.    The  "Refer  from  (see 
ref.)"  group  suggests  references  of  this  kind.     Under  Fishing,  as  the  second 
group  of  references,  is  given  "Refer  from  (see  ref.)  Angling"  showing  that  a 
"see"  reference  is  to  be  made  Angling.    See  Fishing.    This  reference  should  be 
checked  where  it  is  listed  under  Fishing  and  the  reference  from  Angling  should 
also  be  checked  under  that  word  in  the  List,  i.e.  check  the  "see"  reference  under 
the  form  it  is  made  to  (Fishing,  in  this  case)  and  under  the  form  it  is  made 
from  (Angling}.    Under  the  form  from  which  the  "see"  reference  is  made  it  is 
well  to  check  both  words  in  the  reference,  i.e.  under  Angling  put  a  check  oppo- 
site Angling  and  opposite  Fishing.     In  making  the  reference  one  should  turn  to 
Angling  not  only  to  check  the  reference  there  but  also  to  see  the  form  given  there. 
This  is  because  some  "see"  references  refer  to  several  headings,  so  it  is  necessary 
to  verify  the  form  to  see  whether  this  is  to  be  made  as  an  independent  reference 
or  to  be  added  to  an  existing  reference  to  other  headings. 

Note:  In  libraries  where  see  references  only  are  made,  and  no  see  also 
references,  the  paragraphs  (d)  and  (e)  which  follow  should  be  skipped.  In 
any  case  they  should  not  be  studied  until  see  references  are  thoroly  understood. 

(d)  Fourth,  after  the  "Refer  from  (see  ref.)"  group  under  Fishing  will 
be  found  a  group  "Refer  from   (see  also  ref.)"    The  headings  listed  in  this 
group  indicate  related  subjects,  usually  of  a  more  general  character,  from  which 
it  may  be  desirable  to  refer  to  the  subject  under  consideration  for  additional 
material.    In  this  last  group  of  references  under  Fishing  is  listed  Fishes.    Assum- 
ing that  the  subject  Fishes  has  already  been  used,  this  means  that  a  "see  also 
reference"  reading  Fishes,     See  also  Fishing  is  to  be  made  when  the  heading 
Fishing  is  first  used.     When  this  reference  is  made  check  it  where  it  is  listed 
under  Fishing  and  also  under  Fishes,  where  it  will  be  found  listed  in  the  first 
group  of  headings,  the  "see  also"  references,  (that  is,  check  it  in  both  places) 

(e)  As  explained  above  in  (b),  the  first  group  of  references  under  Fishing, 
the  "see  also"  reference  "See  also  Trout  fishing"  is  not  to  be  made  until  the 
library  has  a  book  on  trout  fishing.    To  show  how  this  works,  a  book  on  trout 
fishing  will  now  be  considered.    This  heading  will  be  used  and  checked  just  as 
Fishing  was  checked  when  it  was  used.    Any  reference  given  under  Trout  fishing 
will  also  be  made  and  checked  in  the  same  way  that  the  references  under  Fishing 
have  been  cared  for.    Under  Trout  fishing  will  be  found  "Refer  from  (see  also 
ref.)   Fishing",  showing  that  a  "see  also"  reference  Fishing.     See  also  Troui 
fishing  is  called  for.    The  cataloger  then  turns  to  Fishing  and  finds  this  refer- 
ence listed  there,  as  the  first  group  "See  also  Trout  fishing".    This  reference 
will  then  be  made  and  checked  in  the  two  places.     It  should  now  be  seen  that 
the  "see  also"  references  (ordinarily  the  first  group  listed  under  a  subject  head- 
ing in  this  List)  are  made  only  if  and  when  the  related  subject  headings  referred 
to  here  are  used. 

To  sum  up,  in  using  a  subject  heading  for  the  first  time,  the  steps 
are:  (1)  to  check  the  subject  itself,  (2)  to  make  and  check  any  "see"  reference: 
to  the  subject  that  are  necessary,  i.e.,  from  synonyms  or  forms  which  are  not 
to  be  used,  (3)  to  make  and  check  any  "see  also"  references  from  related  sub- 
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jects  to  this  new  subject,  providing  ttie  catalog  contains  "see  also"  references. 
This  is  the  last  step  if  "see  also"  references  are  made  from  a  subject  to  related 
subjects  when  the  latter  come  into  use,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  subject 
referred  from  may  not  be  used  as  yet.  If  this  policy  is  followed  the  rest  of 
this  paragraph  may  be  disregarded,  Altho  there  may  be  some  practical  advan- 
tages in  making  these  references  when  the  subjects  referred  to  come  into  use 
even  tho  the  subject  referred  from  is  not  yet  used,  and  altho  this  is  the  easier 
method  to  follow,  theoretically  and  logically  "see  also"  references  from  a  subject 
are  not  made  utatil  the  subject  itself  is  used.  If  the  library  follows  the  policy, 
which  many  experienced  catalogers  consider  the  better  one,  especially  for  the 
larger  library,  of  not  making  "see  also"  references  from  a  subject  until  the 
subject  referred  from  comes  into  use,  then  there  is  still  a  fourth  step  which  is 
(^4)  to  make  and  check  any  "see  also"  references  necessary  from  this  new  sub- 
ject to  other  aspects  of  the  subject  or  to  related  subjects  already  used.  If  these 
related  subjects  are  not  in  use  the  "see  also"  reference  to  them  will  not  be  made 
until  they  come  into  use.  Directions  for  making  them  will  then  be  found  under 
the  related  subjects  as  "Refer  from  (see  also  ref)". 

The  easiest  way  to  understand  all  of  these  directions  is  to  do  some  trial 
practice  in  checking  and  making  references  and  thus  see  how  they  work  out. 

Adding  New  Subjects.  The  List  includes  Trout  fishing,  but  other  kinds  of 
fishing  not  in  the  List  may  have  books  written  about  them,  e.g.  Salmon  fishing, 
After  deciding  that  this  is  the  proper  subject  heading  for  a  book  and  finding  that 
it  is  not  included  in  the  List  in  its  alphabetical  place,  write  it  in  the  blank  half 
of  the  page  that  is  left  for  this  purpose.  Then  work  out  the  proper  references 
and  add  them  (in  this  case  it  can  be  done  by  looking  up  the  similar  heading 
Trout  fishing  and  seeing  the  references  indicated  there).  The  List  will  then 
show  in  the  margin  in  the  proper  alphabetical  place 
Salmon  fishing 

Refer  from  (see  also 

ref.)  Fishing 

Then  turn  to  Fishing  and  add  Salmon  fishing  to  the  "see  also"  reference  there, 
This  will  then  read,  on  the  first  line  under  Fishing,  "See  also  Salmon  fishing; 
Trout  fishing,"  instead  of  merely  "See  also  Trout  fishing/'  as  it  is  printed  in  the 
List.  Having  made  these  additions,  check  the  heading  and  the  reference  accord- 
ing to  the  foregoing  directions,  i.e.  under  both  Fishing  and  under  Salmon  fishing. 

Cancelled  Subjects.  When  all  books  on  a  subject  are  withdrawn  from  the 
catalog,  turn  to  the  subject  heading  in  the  List,  find  what  references  have  been 
made  and  withdraw  these  references  from  the  catalog.  At  the  same  time  erase 
or  cross  off  the  checking  in  the  subject  heading  list  to  show  that  the  subject  and 
its  references  are  not  now  used. 

The  sample  page  of  checking  which  follows  will  show  the  proper  chocking 
for  the  entries  described  above.
